— has been a lot written lately in the 
Saturday Evening Post and elsewhere, on 
what’s the matter with Jews. It seems to be 
taken for granted by all the writers that there 
is something special the matter with us because 
so many people don’t like us. 

The fact is, though, that what’s the matter 
with us is the same as is the matter with all the 
rest of human-kind. We are no worse and no 
better. 

There is a flattering theory that anti-Semites 
don’t like us because in us they see the protag- 
onists of the Ten Commandments and in us they 
see also the kinsman of Jesus who gave the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. They are afraid of and hate 
such decencies as the Ten Commandments and 
the Sermon on the Mount and so they fear and 
hate the Jews from whom those documents 
sprang. 

I have another theory which may be as ten- 
able: They dislike us not so much for the 
virtues which they discover in us but rather be. 
cause of their own faults which they see repeat- 
ed in us as human beings. 

We have been used as a kind of mirror in 
which mankind sees himself and all his defects 
and, child-like, throws stones at his image; he 
hates himself for all his shortcomings and takes 
his hatred out on the reflection of himself that 
he finds in other human beings called Jews. It 
is a vicarious atonement that we suffer, like the 
he-goat of Holy Writ upon whose back all the 
sins of the community were placed; he was then 
driven into the wilderness. 

I believe the psychologists have a word or 
two for this abberation to the human mind. 

It is hard otherwise to explain people like 
Nazis whose indictment of Jews is a catalog of 
all their own sins: Their own greed, their arro- 
gance, their acquisitiveness, their aggression, 
their ruthless purpose to take over the world. 

Mentaily-warped, mean little Jew-baiters in 
America look at Jews and with expectorating 
contempt ascribe to them all their own mean- 
nesses. 

It is no use to tell them that it is really 
themselves they are despising. I have a dog 
named Lem that barks furiously at his own 
image in the mirror. I might as well attempt to 
speak to Lem: “Lem, this is yourself you are 
barkin at in the mirror. Yourself with your 
low, mongrel breed, your ugly unkempt black 
hair, your fleas.” 

Lem would keep on barking at himself and 
Jew-baiters will keep on barking at themselves 
as they look at Jews and their human faults. 
Lem, however, does display a certain intelli- 
gence lacking in anti-Semites. He doesn’t keep 
up a campaign of barking at his image in the 
mirror through days, nights, months and years. 
He doesn’t try to smash the mirror to destroy 
the reflection of himself. He barks a few barks 


and then turns away with a growl and retires to 
philosophical enjoyment of life. 

He settles himself on a splotch of sunlight on 
the living room floor and half closes his eyes in 
dreamy meditation: “Aw, after all, we are all 
dogs together.” Or he devotes himself assidu- 
ously to scratching his fleas, flea by flea: “Why 
should we dogs bark at each other when there 
is this common enemy, thé flea, to fight in order 
that we may make this a more comfortable 
world for us all.” Such is the superior intelli- 
gence of Lem. 

If, finally, there are no Jews left mankind 
may take up Patagonians or Eskimos at whom 
to bark as hateful images of mankind’s own 
faults. 

* * *” 

AN this suggests that the faults and frailties 
of Jews are just the same as of other people. 
The only special fault one can find in Jews is 
that they aren’t better people than they are, 
considering their history and their spiritual in- 
heritance. 

Many of them behave as if they were people 
who were born only yesterday, rather than as 
men and women who have lived a very long 
time and have suffered a great experience of 
life and should by now know how to distinguish 
between what’s precious and what’s phony. 

They behave like the children who didn’t 
know their inheritance of the golden mountain 
and played at making littie hills out of mud. 
They have prophets who showed them the way 
to go up the mountain toward the stars but they 
have gone along with all the other errant pil- 
grims to follow mirages in the desert. 

They have the magnificence of great spiritual 
riches to abide wtih them in their houses but 
they prefer the gaudy toys of their time—the 
red, white and blue chips at the whirring rou- 
lette wheel, the speed of the twinkling car, the 
artificial moonlight of the night club, the gay 
kaleidoscope of swift living. 

(Again, in these preoccupations they are al- 
together like the most of mankind.) 

They are the discoverers of the one infinite 
God but they serve at the altars of the more 
popular false gods who are holding bankrupt 
mankind in receivership. 

They have been given to look at God and to 
know Him but their eyes go searching for pen- 
nies with all the blind of the world which is to 
say, practically all the human-kind. 

Yes, one can feel impatient with Jews when 
he considers what they might be if they learned 
the lessons of their great experience of life. 
What majestic people! Their heads as high as 
the stars! Walking with God! But, then, in a 
more charitable mood, one sighs, Ah, well, they- 
’re only human and it takes so long for human 
beings to 7earn and even millions of Gentiles

It is difficult to write about it 
now, but the conversation cent- 
ered about the sharp practices of 
many Jewish business men. He 
was Jewish himself, and although 
not particularly active in many 
organizations, he is a member of 
all of them, and attends Friday 
night services regularly. But he 
argued that for some reason in 
their background Jewish busi- 
ness men had little honor in their 
dealings. When I said that he 
must agree with Hitler, he thought 
just a second, because the admis- 
sion forced him to realize what 
he was saying and then either be- 
cause he didn’t want to back 
down, or because that was really 
his feeling, he said,.-“Yes, to a 
great extent, I do.” I called him 
a Jewish anti-Semite, and he said 
he wasn’t, that he was just stat- 
ing the facts. 


Theh a few.days later one of 
the leading women of the Jewish 
community, a very fine person, 
was in my office, and I mentioned 
the fact that the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company in New 
York, although over half of its 
salesmen were Jewish, was once 
accused of discrimination in its 
20,000 or so office employees. She 
said she could understand that 
the insurance company was justi- 
fied. The Jewish employees could 
not be trusted to treat with con- 
fidence what they might see, she 
explained. 


Looks as if Hitler has convinced 
even us, which certainly explains 
why he has persuaded so many 
non-Jews that we’re an abomina- 
tion.

FORT WAYNE—Rabbi Fred- 
eric A. Doppelt spoke on “An 
Answer to the Saturday Evening 
Post ‘Articles on the American 
Jew” last Friday. 
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Morale Shattered, They Decide on Race Suicide 


N THE matter of Jewish morale discussed in 
the editorial headed, “A Simple Twist of the 
Wrist” in last week’s issue, there is the short 
extemporaneous talk made by Harold Weinstein 
at the group meeting of Northern Indiana lodges 
of B’nai B’rith Sunday at Gary in which he 
reported a conversation held on the beach of a 
Miami Beach hotel by a group of young Jewish 
college students. 

Mr. Weinstein reported that in daily discus- 
sions these young college students decided that 
race suicide was the only solution for the Jewish 
problem. The -young people, according to Mr. 
Weinstein, rejected assimilation as a possible 
solution, and after seeking answers this way 
and that decided that the only honorable action 
was for Jewish parents to forego having chil- 
dren and for the Jewish people to disappear 
from the earth. 

This editorial is not concerned with the 
answer for this honest, but misguided group, 
but this piece does want to point out that the 
morale of this group has been shattered. Yet 
in this respect the group in question is no dif- 
ferent from other and older Jewish groups, 
although the younger people with their ques- 


tioning about the future for Jews are more apt 
to grab at some morbid but heroic straw. 

Another indication of the same dent in the 
Jewish armor is the fact that applicants for jobs 
in offices that discriminate now, when possible, 
deny their religion. No one who has talked to 
young people who have been turned down from 
job after job because they answered Jewish in 
the line which asked “religious preference” can 
blame them when they say “Unitarian,” or 
“Christian Scientist.” The first slap in the face 
of this kind is the rudest awakening any young 
person can have. 

Is it any wonder then that young Jewish 
people discussing the future voted for race 
suicide. 

Mr. Weinstein, who said that he had almost 
forgotten that young people had matured minds 
and could discuss serious questions such as the 
future of Jews with all the profundity that only 
a despairing youth can show, pointed out how 
serious was the situation when young Jews 
make such decisions. Their morale is gone, 
beaten down by attack after attack. 

The Post will try to give an answer to the 
problem next week. 


History Made Here Sunday Night 


AMPAIGN history was made Sunday night 

when 580 givers contributed a total of $121,- 
856.50 at the opening dinner of the 1942 Jewish 
Welfare Fund Campaign. Although the raising 
of this amount is a stupendous achievement in 
itself, and although increases were a full 25.4 
per cent over last year the real accomplishment 
was in the development of a new technique, 
which The Post believes, may be put into prac- 
tice throughout the United States. 


Informed that Mr. L. L. Goodman planned to 
eliminate all embarrassment and the use of pres- 
sure from his campaign, veteran workers not 
only here but in surrounding communities ven- 
tured the prophecy that. the drive would be a 
flop. Mr. Goodman, however, adhered strictly 
to his announced policy, and the results of Sun- 
day night’s meeting proved the correctness of 


_his reasoning, 


Everywhere, and in Indianapolis in particu- 
lar, it was felt that pressure of one kind or an- 
other must be employed in order to realize 
the largest possible quotas. 


At Sunday night’s meeting there was no 
embarrassment. Community leaders were im- 
pressed with the decorum of the meeting, and 
the conduct throughout was such as to inspire 
every confidence in the word of the drive 
leaders. 

It is this one point, confidence in the word 
of the leadership which was responsible for the 
large turnout Sunday night. Last year 75 people 
ventured to the Broadmoor Country Club, and 
the year before perhaps 125 showed up. Com- 
pare this number with the 700 who crowded 
the Riley Room Sunday night. 

Indianapolis still has about $46,000 to raise 
to reach its quota, but it is almost certain that 
the rest of the community will follow the lead- 
ers and raise their contributions enough to over- 
subscribe the goal. The community too should 
not be overlooked in handing out accolades. 
Indianapolis has long been known far and wide 
for its generosity. When the results of this suc- 
cessful drive ar eknown, the city’s reputation for 
leadership and charitableness both will be en- 
hanced. 


Current Comment 


Traffiic in Hechsharim Decried by The Jew- 
ish World of Boston—Among the many prob- 
lems in the religious life of our Jewish com- 
munity has been the matter of Hechsharim. Not 
unlike the general problem of Kashruth, the 
Passover Hechshar has been the cause of much 
comment and criticism. The declarable prevail- 
ing practise of obtaining an Hechshar by apply- 
ing and paying direct to individual rabbis has 
caused very often mistrust among many and 
apathy among our youth and derision and Chilul 
Hashem among our many non-Jews who apply 
for it. If Kashruth is, and should be, our main 
objective, the granting of certificates or Hech- 
sharim to various firms should not be the vested 
interest of individual rabbis but directed and 
supervised by a local communal authority. 

In some cases Hechsharim have been ob- 
tained from unscrupulous individuals who were 


not concerned with the purity of the product 
they were endorsing but so long as they got 
their fee. We know of one particular case of 
a concern that has been using an Hechshar 
given to it by the rabbi some years ago. Last 
year, a devoted Jewess called us and told us in 
a very disturbed fashion that the rabbi who 


endorsed the wer has been dead for six 
years! 


In England, in most communities Hech- 
sharim are not granted by individual rabbis 
but by a Beth Din under the supervision of the 
Chief Rabbi. It is important to mention here 
that no fee is charged by the Beth Din for the 
granting of the license. The licdnse is not a 
permanent one. It is dated for the particular 
Passover it is intended and this is noted on the 
labels placed on the products.
